PRESIDENTIAL 


SUCCESSION, 


The report recently 


P^UC by the 


House 
committee 


on the election of 
president, vice pres- 


ident and representatives in congress 
reveals some features of the Presiden- 
tial Snccesaion act cf 1S8G. This act, 
it will be recalled, took the president 
pro tern, of the senate and the speaker 
of the house out of line of promotion 
and placed the members of the cabinet 
inline, beginning with the secretary 
of state. Under 1he old order or ar- 
rangement it was possible for a presi- 
dent to be succeeded, in case of the 
death or disability of both himsjlf and 
the vice president by one cf different 
political complexion. 
The succession 


act of '86 arranged for the coatinuaice 
in the presidential chair of a represen- 
tation of tho party that elected the 
president but it did not provide for 
any expansion in the cabinet. When 
the department of agriculture was es- 
tablished in 13S9 the matter was again 
overlooked, and in 1903 when the de- 
partment of commerce and labor was 
established no provision was made. 
Today, then, the holders of the port- 
folios of Agriculture and Commerce 
and Labor ara not in line. This does 
not place thcss cabinet officers on the 
ume footing as their sworn associates. 
The bill introduced by Mr. Clark, of 
Missouri, ths passage of which is rec- 
ommended by the committee in their 
report, remedies this seeming slight. 


There it another pi :ne of the success- 


ion act which gives tbe New York Tri- 
bune some concern. The act declares that 
in case of the remoTa', death, resigra 
tion or inability of toth president and 
vice president the secretary of state 
shall act until scch;inability is removed 
or a new president is chosen. The act 
does not say who is to pass upon the 
"inability," neither docs it
